Double Home Carden Yield 
By Two Hours Of Planning 


VVH.it K ind Of P otatoes 
T he |h t capita ra te of potato con­ 
sum ption in the U nited State; has 
been 
declining 
for 
m any 
years 
Karmers and g ard en ers cannot sit 
disinterestedly on th e sideline and 
w atch this occur w ithout 
seeking 
some reasons? W hy are our people 
eating fewer potatoes th a n they did 
in 1910? In 19409 A nsw ers to these 
questions lie very n ear the heart 


fit our vast farm ing industry. 
Fortunately th e grow er need not 
rem ain in the dark on this question 
and all its related factors. A sample 
survey conducted 
by th e govern­ 
m ent last fall elicited from Ameri­ 
can housewives enough inform ation 
to serve as a basis of sound plan­ 
ning. Here are a few of the facts 
unearthed, fact* w hich should shed 
light 
on 
planting 
practices 
this 
spring: 
Few housewlvc 
“know 
but little 
about the food values of potatoes. 
Over 70 per cent of those in ter­ 
viewed believed th e only m ajor food 
property in a p o tato Is starch.

knew anything about potato grades. 
Over 60 per cen t of potatoes are 
purchased at grocery stores loose 
out of a bin in five-pound lots or 
less, R easons for th is practice, as 
against buying bagged or otherwise 
packaged potatoes, headed up in the 
explanation, "W e w ant to see what 
we're getting ” 
Of those who bought their po­ 
tatoes in con tain ers, over 40 per 
cent preferred open-m eeh bags, and 
more th a n half of them wanted 
brand-labelled co n tain ers 
Q uality was th e first considera­ 
tion am ong housewives, size of jxi- 
tatoe.s was second, price apparently 
took third place.

Most of th e women reported they 
found "dark streaks" in th e po­ 
tatoes th ey bought: some m entioned 
"hollow c e n te rs " T hese objections 
are serious because m ashed potatoes 
lend in form s in winch jx»tatocs are 
served on th e n ation's dining tables 
In th e light of there facts, po­ 
ta to grow ers should plan to m eet 
the m ajor objections as regards q u al­ 
ity; they should at every oppor­ 
tunity acq u ain t consum ers w ith the 
facts th a t potatoes are not by any 
m eans th e starch iest of foods, th a t 
they 
contain 
im portant 
m inerals 
and are excellent sources of v ita­ 
m ins C and B And above all grow ­ 
ers should quit th e unprofitable and 
unbusinesslike practice of m arketing 
their potatoes w ith loads of 
soil
